Infantile  mortality  was  again  well  below  that  for  England  and  Wales 
(23.0)  which  was  again  below  that  for  1956,  1955,  1954,  53,  52,  and  51  and 
has  indeed  come  down  from  41.4  in  1947  (and  52.8  in  1938)  to  23.0  now; 
and  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded. 


GENERAL  PROVISIONS  of  HEALTH  SERVICES  for  the  AREA. 

The  provisions  are,  as  before,  generally  good,  or  actually  even  better. 
We  are  fortunate  in  being  served  by  St.  Georges  Hospital,  Lincoln  in  all 
branches  of  Hospital  work,  as  an  increasing  number  of  beds  has  become 
available  there.  Beds  also  formerly  in  use  as  infectious  disease  beds  in 
Lincoln  Isolation  and  Chest  Hospital  have  become  available  for  genatric 
cases,  and  some  which  erstwhile  catered  for  tuberculosis  patients  are  able 
to  be  used  for  general  needs. 

As  the  public  are  so  hospital  conscious  it  behoves  each  member  of 
the  community  to  ponder  before  reaching  out  for  that  precious  commodity 
a  hospital  bed. 
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There  is  still  a  long  waiting  list  for  beds  for  the  chronic  sick.  This  is 
definitely  better  than  heretofore  but  the  queue  on  the  female  side  is  quite 
a  long  one. 

The  Dental  side  stills  shows  very  full  employment.  The  influx  in 
the  Dental  Schools  is  however  much  greater  and  at  the  other  end  of  the 
scale  many  dentists  who  would  normally  have  retired,  are  staying  on,  at 
present,  in  order  to  keep  themselves  happy,  and  to  eke  out  their  budget 
in  this  inflationary  age. 

1  understand  also  that  the  School  Dental  Service  is  getting  more 
recruits — a  very  welcome  thing  indeed. 

In  view  of  the  strain,  present  and  to  come,  1  strongly  recommend 
the  fluoridisation  of  our  water  supplies  to  prevent  dental  caries  in  the  young. 

The  care  of  mentally  disturbed  cases  (which  over  the  country  as  a 
whole  entails  the  use  of  one  in  three  of  all  beds  available)  is  making  marked 
progress.  In  recent  times  Bracebridge  Mental  Hospital  has  become  so 
markedly  different  from  the  almost  prison-like  establishnent  it  used, 
(like  all  mental  hospitals,)  to  be.  There  is  a  different  outlook,  and  it  is 
gratifying  to  see  the  rapid  turnover  in  most  of  the  younger  patients,  many 
of  whom  are  now  treated  as  out  patients,  returning  to  their  own  homes 
after  treatment  and  so  never  incurring  the  stigma  of  having  been  an 
inmate,  a  stigma  which  still  dies  hard  even  in  these  enlightened  days. 

Voluntary  committees  are  doing  splendid  work  in  attempting  to 
bring  to  long-stay  patients,  without  many  relatives  and  friends,  that  contact 
with  the  outside  world  which  is  so  necessary  for  human  happiness  and 
stability. 

The  Ambulance  Service  is  still  a  great  boon  to  our  population.  The 
expense  is  still  very  great.  The  County  Council  scheme  whereby  Medical 
Practitioners  co-operate  with  the  Ambulance  Service  section  to  combine 
train  transport  for  the  bulk  of  a  journey,  in  suitable  cases,  with  ambulance 
transport  at  either  end  is  a  sure  efficient  and  economical  one.  If  escort 
is  necessary  one  is  provided  and  a  relative  can  act  as  escort  and  the  cost 
is  defrayed  by  the  County  Council.

(0  The  Water  Supply  of  the  Council’s  area  has  been  very  satisfactory, 
both  in  quantity  and  quality.  It  is  obtained  from  Artesian  springs  and  is 
softened  from  30  parts  to  1 0  parts  per  1 00,000  by  the  Permutit  Spiractor 
system,  and  is  then  chlorinated — 0.23  p.p.m.,  residual  chlorine  0.2  p.p.m. 

The  Council  have  approximately  137  miles  of  pipe  mams.

Scavenging. 

Scavenging  from  approximately  4,760  premises,  is  carried  out  by 
Public  Contract  in  the  following  parishes  at  a  cost  of  £3,684  : 

Full  scheme:  Saxilby,  Nettleham  and  Bardney  (including  Southrey). 
Part  scheme  :  Dry  Refuse  only — the  remainder  of  the  district. 
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All  the  refuse  with  the  exception  of  Bardney  including  Southrey 
and  Saxilby  is  deposited  at  Nettleham  tip  and  is  controlled  by  a  pari 
time  workman.  It  is  estimated  that  over  3,500  tons  are  deposited  annually. 

1367  loads  of  refuse  were  deposited  on  our  Nettleham  Tip  of  which 
180  loads  were  of  soil  and  brick  rubble,  obtained  from  Civil  Engineering 
contractors  and  local  builders. 

We  are  always  pleased  to  get  any  surplus  soil  or  brick  rubble  for 
covering  over  the  refuse.

On  the  completion  of  the  sewers  in  Nettleham  a  start  was  made  on  the 
conversion  of  Pail  Closets  to  Water  Closets. 

The  emptying  of  Pail  Closets  in  Nettleham  and  Wragby  Road  East 
is  done  with  this  vehicle  before  8  a.m.  (Three  mornings  per  week). 

Approximately  472  cess  pools  were  abolished  but  it  must  be  remem¬ 
bered  that  since  1 950  when  the  vehicle  was  purchased  over  500  have  been 
constructed. 

By  the  middle  of  this  year  this  work  got  sadly  in  arrears  and  it  was 
found  necessary  to  engage  the  services  of  an  outside  Contractor  for  a 
fortnight  in  order  to  clear  up  outstanding  orders.  113  cesspools  at  £2 
each  were  emptied  by  this  Contractor. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

There  are  3  licensed  private  slaughter-houses.  Two  are  in  use  every 
week  and  the  other  one  occasionally.

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SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 

Housing 

473  inspections  were  made  under  the  Housing  Acts  in  respect  of  unfit 
houses,  investigating  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  and  super¬ 
vising  the  subsequent  work. 

New  Housing 

1  1 4  houses  were  built,  of  which  43  were  erected  by  the  Local  Authority 
and  71  by  private  builders. 

In  addition,  42  houses  were  built  at  the  R.A.F.  Station,  Scampton. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  46  Council  houses  and  51  private 
houses  under  construction. 

Slum  Clearance 

34  houses  were  reported  to  the  Council  under  Sec.  11,  1936  Act, 
and  Sec.  16,  1957  Act. 

Demolition  Orders  were  made  on  14  houses  and  5  were  subject  to 
Closing  Orders.  9  houses  have  been  demolished  and  1  house  rendered 
fit. 

Temporary  Dwellings. 

The  use  of  27  ex-R.A.F.  hutments  was  discontinued  and  most  of  them 
demolished. 

Improvement  Grants. 

Approval  was  given  to  27  applications  for  grants  m  respect  of  37 
dwellings.  Total  amount  of  Grants  approved  was  £7,300. 

36  dwellings  were  improved  and  brought  up  to  the  standard  required 
by  the  Act. 
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General. 

The  emphasis  of  inspection  work  has  moved  from  Food  premises  tc. 
Housing.  There  appears  to  be  a  general  improvement  in  the  standard  of 
cleanliness  of  houses,  most  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  improvements  m 
amenities  are  gradually  making  their  presence  felt.

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GENERAL  REMARKS 


Influenza 

During  the  year  we  had  a  very  trying  time  with  an  epidemic  of  Asian 
Influenza.  Despite  its  extreme  incidence  and  infectivity  we  were  very  for¬ 
tunate  in  having  less  deaths  from  both  Influenza  and  Pneumonia,  a  happy 
result  due  to  the  use  of  anti-biotics  and  good  medical  and  home  care. 

Polio- Myelitis 

We  had  an  outbreak  at  Nettleham  in  which  ten  cases  were  investigated 
and  one  was  finally  diagnosed  as  Influenzal  Meningitis.  Of  the  others 
most  were  admitted  at  an  early  stage  to  Lincoln  Isolation  Hospital  and 
were  often  several  days  as  in-patients  there  before  final  diagnosis  was 
possible.  They  would  then  be  included  in  the  figures  for  Lincoln  as  notified 
to  the  Ministry  of  Heath.  Thus  we  show  3  cases  of  Paralytic  Polio  only, 
whereas  there  were  m  addition  6  further  ones  from  Nettleham,  one  of  which 
was  non-paralytic,  but  which  was  finally  diagnosed  and  included  in  Lincoln’s 
returns. 

In  addition  there  were  sporadic  cases  at  Cherry  Willingham,  Fiskerton, 
North  Carlton,  Saxilby,  Scampton  and  Wickenby.  One  case  whose  parent 
ordinarily  resided  m  our  District  at  Ingleby,  arose  at  Willingham,  and  was 
admitted  to  Lincoln  Hospital  therefrom.  Another  case  whose  ordinary 
residence  was  at  Welton  arose  in  North  Kesteven  and  was  notified  there. 
All  these  cases  were  finally  included  m  Lincoln’s  returns  except  the  one 
in  North  Kesteven. We  had  no  deaths  though  treatment  was  often  very 
prolonged.  The  terror  inspired  by  this  baffling  disease  has  to  be  experienced 
to  be  believed.  It  is  most  unusual  in  the  fact  that  it  occurs  apparently  in 
the  more  highly  civilised  and  progressive  Countries  such  as  U.S.A.,  Great 
Britain,  Sweden  etc. 

It  is  certain  that  the  spread  of  infection  is  through  intimate  contact 
and  not  by  general  association  at  work  or  in  ordinary  community  life. 

Practical  lesson  to  be  learned  from  many  investigations  is  that  patients 
even  only  mildly  ill  ones,  must  be  confined  to  bed,  and  m  the  poliomyelitis 
season  the  aim  should  be  to  keep  in  bed  all  children  with  mild  febrile 
illnesses  accompanied  by  headache  and  muscle  pains.  It  is  suggested  that 
School  sports  and  the  like  should  be  held  outside  the  poliomyelitis  season. 

Now  that  we  have  a  vaccine  against  this  “terror”  it  is  gratifying  to 
find  that  people  are  coming  forward  to  obtain  protection  for  their  children 
though  the  initial  response  was  hesitant.  Each  month  500,000  doses 
of  the  British  vaccine  are  being  manufactured  which  is  sufficient  to 
immunize  250,000  persons  per  month,  or  three  million  per  year.  British 
Vaccine,  though  natually  preferred  by  our  people  is  not  yet  being 
produced  in  anything  like  the  amount  needed  so  one  is  constrained  to 
advise  the  use  of  Salk  Vaccine  (of  which  140,000,000  injections  have 
already  been  given). 

It  is  gratifying,  that  a  lot  of  work  is  being  done  on  all  aspects  of 
Poliomyelitis  so  that  we  hope  to  know  reasonably  soon  whether  one  will 
get  long  or  short  immunity  and  whether,  like  in  immunisation  against 
diptheria  a  booster  dose  is  necessary  after  a  few  years  have  elapsed. 
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Fluoridation  of  Water  Supplies. 

The  W.H.O.  expert  committee  on  the  above  in  August  1957  found 
that  on  all  counts  it  was  a  suitable,  sensible,  successful  and  cheap  method 
of  protecting  the  teeth  against  dental  caries. 

A  New  Zealand  Commission  of  Enquiry  confirmed  all  that  the  W.H.O. 
Committee  had  found.  I  would  like  to  append  a  few  facts  and  fancies  on 
Fluoridation.  It  is  not  costly.  It  would  probably  work  out  at  under  1  /-  per 
person  per  year.  A  small  price  for  enhanced  Dental  Health.  How  does  it 
inhibit  dental  caries? 

It  is  generally  recognised  that  an  increased  fluorine  content  reduces 
solubility  of  the  enamel  by  fluorides  acids  in  the  mouth.  Thus  it  follows 
that  the  ingestion  of  fluorides  should  take  place  during  tooth  formation,  so 
that  the  enamel  may  contain  its  appropriate  content  of  fluorine.  Reports 
suggest  that  these  benefits  are  continued  into  adult  life. 

Caries  has  been  reduced  by  70.8%  in  children  aged  six  years  in 
Grand  Rapids,  U.S.A.,  who  had  only  had  fluoridated  water  during  their 
life.  In  16  year  olds  who  were  8  when  the  experiment  began  there  has 
been  a  25%  reduction  of  caries. 

Careful  extensive  paediatric  examinations  of  children  in  this  city 
have  disclosed  no  harmful  effects  of  any  sort  which  could  be  attributed 
to  consumption  of  water  containing  fluoride. 

The  danger  of  significant  over  dosage  does  not  exist  as  there  is  an 
exact  technique  for  the  addition  of  a  measured  quantity  to  produce  the 
desired  concentration.  Thus  to  produce  a  concentration  of  1  p.p.  million 
18f  lbs.  of  98%  Sodium  Fluoride  is  added  to  each  million  gallons  of  water. 
To  produce  mild  symptoms  of  fluorosis  2.3  tons  would  have  to  be  added. 

Reports  from  Canada  have  shown  that  raising  the  fluoride  content 
of  a  water  supply  to  1  p.  per  million  will  lower  the  attack  rate  of  tooth  decay 
among  children  born  subsequent  to  fluoridation  to  about  -3  of  that  which 
prevails  amongst  those  born  and  continue  to  reside  in  communities  which 
have  no  fluoride  in  their  water  supply. 

America  and  Canada  so  far  have  produced  most  of  the  work  on  this 
subject,  but  20,250,000  people  in  U.S.A.,  in  1,043  cities,  use  fluoridated 
water  to  reduce  the  suseptibility  of  teeth  decay. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  has  wisely  proceeded  in  a  cautious  manner 
and  the  water  of  only  four  districts  is  at  present  being  fluoridated. 
Fluoridation  is  not  a  treatment  or  medication,  it  is  really  a  form  of 
rendering  particularly  wholesome  a  standard  drinking  water.  Hygiene, 
good  dietory  and  early  and  regular  care  of  teeth,  are  still  supremely  im¬ 
portant. 

A  bon  mot  from  a  keen  M.O.H.  at  a  recent  Congress  was  “  If  pre¬ 
paration  for  war  meant  getting  ready  to  bite  the  Russians  there  would 
have  been  national  fluoridation  of  water  supplies  six  years  ago. 

An  extremely  interesting  fact  is  that  in  1957  we  had  two  samples  of 
treated  water  analysed  for  Fluorides  as  Fluorine  and  the  results  was  .30 
parts  per  million. 
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Smoking  and  Cancer 

The  ebb  and  flow  of  argument  due  to  the  taking  up  of  the  challenge 
about  cigarette  smoking  and  lung  cancer,  as  propounded  by  the  M.R.C., 
and  the  Tobacco  Manufacturers  Standing  Committee  is  very  pertinent 
and  interesting. 

It  seems  as  if  the  latter  Committee  are  more  interested  in  the  purely 
chemical  side  of  the  enquiry  rather  forgetting  the  physical  or  irritation 
factor.  The  epithelium  or  mucous  membrane  which  receives  a  prolonged 
battering  with  either  a  physical  or  a  chemical  irritant  or  both  is  in  danger 
of  going  haywire  and  producing  a  neoplasm.  In  cancer  of  the  bronchus 
the  irritation  of  tobacco  smoke  is  a  factor  in  its  production  and  as  there 
is  more  irritation  from  cigarette  smoking  than  from  pipes  or  cigars  then 
there  are  many  more  lung  cancers  in  the  former,  i  he  irritation  is  more 
physical  than  chemical  as  the  cough  produced  shows.  Deep  inhalation  of 
cigarette  smoke  is  much  easier  than  in  the  other  methods  of  smoking  and 
this  probably  accounts  for  the  increased  irritation  in  the  narrowing  space 
of  the  bronchi  and  bronchioles. 

On  the  credit  side  of  the  smoking  habit  there  is  one  great  item — the 
social  link.  When  a  man  offers  his  cigarette  case  to  his  visitor  he  is  like 
the  Arab  in  his  tent  who  shows  welcome  to  a  visitor  by  offering  him  bread. 
Sad  to  think  however  that  m  place  of  bread  we  offer  poison. 

So  to  the  young  at  least  we  must  point  the  lesson,  whilst  time  is  yet 
young,  and  the  Circe  like  habit  has  not  fully  ensnared. 

Care  of  the  Aged 

In  view  of  the  increase  of  the  length  of  life  (which  is  likely  to  throw 
up  more  and  more  problems,)  and  of  the  necessity  to  ensure  both  indepen¬ 
dence  and  a  sense  of  being  wanted  in  the  community,  I  would  re-iterate 
the  suggestion  that  in  suitable  larger  villages  housing  units  with  a  central 
pivot  of  a  wardens  house,  communal  rooms  for  whist  drives,  television  etc., 
and  small  single  rooms  on  each  wing  of  the  wardens  house  should  be 
provided  for  old  people,  who  would  furnish  same  with  their  own  knick- 
knacks,  furniture,  pictures,  etc. 

Housing 

Despite  the  tightness  of  money  we  are  still  pressing  on  with  housing 
generally.  Moreover  unfit  houses  are  being  demolished  and  many  hutments 
have  either  had  their  use  as  dwellings  discontinued  or  been  demolished. 

Sewerage  Schemes 

We  are  going  ahead  vigoursly  m  all  areas  and  have  accomplished  much. 

We  have  had  a  relatively  satisfactory  year;  the  one  fly  in  the  ointment 
being  the  polio  epidemic  with  its  trying  times  for  everybody.  The  great 
hope  for  the  future  is  in  the  stepping-up  of  immunisation. 

There  was  also  a  marked  epidemic  of  measles.  We  were  indeed  fortunate 
that  thanks  to  the  modern  anti-biotics  and  good  general  care  there  was  not 
a  single  death  in  167  cases  though  generally  speaking  the  mortality  from 
measles  in  the  year  1950-1955  did  not  diminish  considerably  in  the  world 
according  to  a  W.H.O.  statistical  report  in  Septenber  1957. 
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Whooping  cough  also  staged  a  minor  epidemic  (47).  Here  again  good 
dietry  and  home  care  with  prophylactic  immunisation  and  the  use  of 
certain  anti-biotics,  gave  us  freedom  from  mortality.  The  reduction  in 
mortality  in  the  world  from  this  disease  in  1950-55  was  the  largest  (63%) 
for  any  of  the  infectious  diseases. 

Men  on  the  Farm 

As  last  year  agricultural  production  in  Great  Britain  increased  to  59% 
above  pre-war  level,  yet  the  total  number  of  workers  employed  in  the 
industry  has  been  falling  since  1950.  Farm  workers  totalled  698,000  in 
June  1957,  some  193,000  fewer  than  in  June  1947  and  almost  the  lowest 
figure  ever  recorded.  This  drift  from  the  land,  common  to  many  countries 
including  those  predominently  agricultural  as  Sweden  and  Denmark, 
will  be  very  difficult  to  combat  and  to  reverse  even  in  order  to  attract  the 
young  intelligent  worker  in  competition  with  other  industries  where 
according  to  the  Ministry  of  Labour  Gazette,  the  average  weekly  wage 
is  some  £3  higher  than  the  average  agricultural  wage.  1  his  is  where  our 
go  ahead  policy  in  housing,  water  supply,  sewage  disposal,  electricity 
supply  and  adequate  transport  service,  is  likely  to  have  a  decided  influence 
on  the  lady  of  the  house  who  may  love  the  country  and  all  it  stands  for, 
but  does  not  want  to  be  left  behind  in  the  struggle  for  creature  comforts.
